ALBERTA POOL ELEVATORS 
‘RECORD PROGRESL 


The operations of Alberta Pool Ele- 
vators for the business: year ending 
July 15, 1934, showed a net earning of 
$78,029.64 on the handling of 27,090,444 
bushels of g.ain, according to reports 
submitted to the Annual Convention 
of Pool delegatcs which met in Calgary 
cn Tuesday, 27th November. The net 
operating earnings of the elevator 
system totalled $877,517.17. From this 
sum was deducted full depreciation on 
all clevator properties totalling $524,- 
496.90 and also the sum of $274,990.63 
paid to the Province of Alberta, being 
one yea.’s interest on the 1929 Pool 
overpayment. This left the net earn- 
ings as mentioned above’ which 
amount has been placed in reserve. 


The year's operations were consider- 


wheat crop totalled 164 million bushels 
and in 1933 the crop was approximate- 
ly 95 million. This reduction was re- 
flected in the Pool handling which was 
less in 1933-34 by 21 million bushels 
than the handling f:om the 1932 crep. 


Handling consisted of 25,863,209 bus. 
through the elevators and = 1,227,235 
bushels were shipped to Pool terminals 
over loading platforms. This gives a 
tctal handline-of 27,090,444 bus. The 
average handling per country house 
operated was 58,914 bushels. 


‘The Pool elevator system includes 
438 count.y houses. During ‘the past 
summer elevators were built at Breton, 
Hoadley, Conrad and Fort Kent, gad 
elevators dismantled at’. Griesbach, ; 
Langl:y, Bowell and Therien. 


Government Terminal No. 2 at Van- 
couver Was not leased during the year 
1938-34 but owing to a diffe.ent set 
of conditicns during the present year, 
notably stocks of grain in sore and a 
gomewhat better crop, this terminal 
was leased at a reduced rental for a 
period of one year. 


Careful attention was given by the | 
management in <estricting controllable 
-xpenditures insofar as practicable and 
consistent with the necessity of ex-| 
ending reasonable services and ac-' 
commodation to members and patrons 
in the marketing of their grain. At a’ 
number of points in the southern parts: 
ofthe province whe-e light crops ivere | 
harvested in 1933 elevator service was 
maintained over the season for tne 
purpose of assisting in the distribution , 
cf relief. Approximately 1500 cars of 
various relief commodities: were handl- | 
ed. Most of these ca:s consisted of | 
commodities in which the Pool had. 
no direct interest. The services of 
Pool agents and Pool facilities were 
extended withcut rcmuneration. 

A‘slight reduction in the percentage 
of handlings by Pool] elevators ozcur- 
red in the 1933-34 season as compared 
with the previous year. This was fully 
accounted fo: in the belief of the man- 
agement by the extension of credit by 
competitors. In the Pool elevators be- 
ing able to maintain this percentage of 
handling quite close to that of the 
previous season in the face of consid- 
erable of this type of competition 
confirms the opinion as to the contin- 
ued confidence on the part of the 
farmers of Alberta in the operation of 
Alberta Pool Elevator system.

The Heart Of Man 


The season is at hand when once again the age-old song recorded in 
Holy Writ ‘Peace on earth, goodwill toward men’ will be sung by millions 
of voices and the sentiment expressed in the words will be made the theme 
of countless sermons, addresses, and written articles—of which this is one. 
And the question will be asked by a perplexed people, asked in their be- 
wilderment and sorrow, why is it that after the passage of nearly 2,000 
years, instead of peace on earth and goodwill among and toward men, the 
world is filled with rumors of and preparation for war, and suspicions and 
hatreds are rife among people everywhere? 

In seeking an answer to this question innumerable replies and reasons 
will be given. Many will lay the chief responsibility upon politicians; others 
will blame the inhumanity and selfishness of the makers of armaments; a 
goodly number will declare it is the existing economic system that is the 
root of the trouble; in a word, the tendency will be, as it has been through- 
out the years of the past, to apportion the blame to others and to institu- 
tions of our own making, but never to accept any share of it as our own re- 
sponsibility. Yet, in the final analysis, the responsibility lies at our own 
door and rests with us as individuals, 

A nation is but an organization of individuals, and the national view- 
point is but the aggregate of the viewpoint of the people who constitute the 
nation; the national spirit is the spirit of the people themselves. Politicians 
do what the people want them to do, and statesmen are forced to act, fre- 
quently against their own better judgment, because their people insist upon 
certain action and will accept and support nothing else. 

Nations to-day remain in a warlike mood because the individuals who 
‘constitute the nations are themselves lacking in goodwill the one toward the 
other, and lacking goodwill,—which is the only source of peace,—there can 
be no peace, 

Individuals clamor for security in their homes and occupations; nations 
as organizations of individuals demand security; but there can be no secur- 
ity either for the nation or the individual unless there be peace at home and 
abroad. Nevertheless, as individuals, in our Own local communities, and in 
our relationships to each other, mankind is unmindful of these great truths, 
and to a great extent maintains attitudes of suspicion and hostility instead 
of seeking for understanding and goodwill. 

The world, and each and every community throughout the world, counts 
its men and women who, in the current language cf the day, are chiselers, 
seeking to better themselves at the expense of others, trying to pull others 
down in order that they may rise, desirous of taking that which others have 
in order that they may possess it. Many creditors are harsh, unsympathetic 
and unyielding in their attitude towards debtors in great difficulty through 
no fault of their own and insist on their pound of flesh even though it means 
the ruin and destruction of the debtor; on the other hand, many debtors 
dishonestly seek to take full advarftage of a difficult situation to cheat and 
defraud those whom they had asked to assist them in the past and who did 
assist them. And demagogues, both of the Right and the Left, of both high 
and low degree, take full advantage of each difficulty to fan the flames of 


discord and arouse and intensify feelings of enmity and prevent reasonable 
co-operation and the development of goodwill leading to peace and mutually 
beneficial compromise agreements. ; 

The result is that all parties are invoking the power of the law to en- 
force their demands, As individuals they demand that force be applied as 
they would have it applied. The next step, of course, is that as national 
groups they demand that the same law of force be applied against other 
national groups. And that means preparation for applying such force, and 
war as the only alternative. 

The answer to the question propounded above is that the heart of man 
is wrong. Mankind has not yet risen high enough, nor educated itself to the 
point where peace on earth and goodwill among men js really and truly de- 
sired. Mankind still prefers to live and rule by force, still prefers to act on 
the theory,—it is not a priaciple,—that Might is Right. Once man as an in- 
dividual changes his viewpoint he will find politicians both ready and anxious 
to accept and act upon it; the armament makers will find themselves with- 
out an occupation; freed of all the restrictions and obstructions imposed by 
individual and corporation selfishness and the evils of narrow nationalism, 
the economic system will operate successfully, 

The bringing of peace on earth and goodwill toward men is not a mat- 
ter of law; it cannot he brought about by force; it must come, because it is 
the only way it can come, through change in the hearts of men. It will be 
a slow growth, a development to which every true lover of peace and every 
believer in the power of goodwill is called upon to lend his or her example 
and influence. Railing at others will achieve little; peace must be lived and 


goodwill practised.

Gasoline From Lignite 


University Of Minnesota Scientists 
Are Carrying On Experiments 


Two University of Minnesota scien- 
tists, successful already in develon- 
ing callulose, a principal ingredient 
of rayon, from the aspen tree, specu- 
lated on the possibility of making 
gasoline from lignite. 

The two, Professor Llovd H. Rver- 
son and Ralph EH. Brewer, hunting 
new materials and new uses for old 
ones with, the co-operation of the 
Northwest Research foundation, were 
heartened by the success of German 
scientists in making gasoline from 
brown coal. Lignite, they pointed 
out, is similar in composition to Ger- 
many's brown coal. 

Success of experiments in making 
gasoline from lignite would create 
an outlet for vast deposits of the low 
grade coal which underly prairies of 
North and South Dakota and eastern 
Montana. Geologists have estimated 
their total at 1,000,000,000,000 tons. 


New Kind Of Concrete 


Discovered When Workman Fried 
Meal On Waste Slate 

A workman in a slate quarry in 
North Wales found himse!f without 
a frying pan when he wanted to cook 
his ham-and-egg dinner. 

So he used a piece of waste slate 
instead. Then he left it on the fire 
and forgot about it. 

As a result, a new kind of eco- 
nomical lightweight concrete has 
been discovered. 

The piecé of slate expanded in the 
heat. When it is broken up it can 
be used with cement to make a light 
form of concrete, such as is used in 
partitions and house walls. 

“Its moisture expansion is much 
lower than that of the usual ma- 
terials,” an official of the department 
of building research said. 

“It is easily nailed, and is an ex- 
cellent key for plaster work.”

British Couple Start On Romantic 
Quest In India 

A British couple, Mr. and Mrs. D. 
L. R. Lorimer, have arrived at Bal- 
tit, the capital of Hunza, in North- 
ern India, on one of the most roman- 
tic quests in the world. They hope, 
in the course of a year’s stop in the 
district to solve the mystery of the 
Burushaski language, which is 
spoken by a mysterious race believed 
to be descended from Alexander the 
Great. The Burushus, who number 
about 20,000, are a clan of apparent-

Smuggling of drugs, Paris fashions 
and jewels into Britain by air has 

grown to an astonishing scale. 

British tariffs on silk, expensive 
dresses, jewelry and drugs make this 
illicit traffic a highly profitable busi- 
ness, 

Thousands of pounds of these 
; articles can be loaded on a single 
plane. 

The traffic in drugs, Renee difficult 
to detect, is known to be growing at 
an even greater rate. 

Opium, cocaine, heroin and other 
narcotics are being peddled in the 
West End and other cities in quan- 
tities far in excess of those shown by 
the import certificates.
